Italian Official—Monday.—From the Stelvio 
to the Astico no noticeable event took place 
yesterday. On‘ ‘he Asiago»plateau the enemy 
renewed in the aiterndon hie attack on our lines 
in the sector Callio-Mount Longara-Hill 1674. 
The enemy action failed completely under our 
artillery and rifle fire. On the extreme northern 
part of the attack, where a bitter infantry 
struggle took place, our men counter-attacked 
and succeeded in capiuring some prisoners. On 
the remainder of the mountainous front, during 
contact engagements with the enemy vanguards, 
our advanced troops resisted everywhere 
valiantly. On the plain across the Tiave river 
brisk firing is reported. 

German Official,—Monday.—The energetic col- 
laboration of Wurtemberg and Austro-Hun- 
garian mountain troops near Longarone barred 
the way of the enemy retreating in the Upper 
Piave valley. ‘Ten thousand Itefene were com- 
pelled to surrender. Numerous gun material 
and war stores were captured. 

Our troops, who have pressed forward from 
Belluno down the Piave, are before Feltre. On 
the Lower Piave there is nothing to report.
